Allies Capture

A storm of Allied aerial bombs 
burst upon the Axis in North Afri- 
ca and Italy, underscoring Prime 
Minister 
Churchill's 
declaration 


that the enemy would soon be cast 
from his African toeholds and that 
the Italians must get out of the 
war or be bombed out. 
Tunis, Bizerte and Tripoli were 
targets of new punishing attacks 
over the weekend in a prelude to 
impending assaults by American 
and British land forces in Africa.
